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The Boundary between the British and 
the Russian Empires on the North-West 
Coast of America. — Memoir by the St. 
Pancras Committee, London. 



At a meeting of this Committee, Monday, November 
22, I85S, a letter from .Sir George Simpson, Governor of 
Hudson's hay, having been read. 

Resolved— That a Memoir be d rawn up on' the Boun- 
dary on the North- West ('oast of America between the 
British and Russian Umpires. 

At a further meeting, February U.isjy. It was resolved 
to adopt '.lie following 

Memoir. 

Tur. year Just closed has witnessed the erection of a 
llritlsh colony on the eonflnes of Russia. Such a prox- 
tmilv might have been expected lo awaken curiosity, 
If not vigilance, and t.> excite interest If not alarm. It 
bus scarcely called forth a remark either In 1'arllainent 
or the Press. A glance at the map shows, boa ever that 
In this carelessness Russia has not participated, but 
that she has spent »s much care and thought on the 
North West Coast of America as upon anv ol those por- 
tions of the earth where she has struggled for dominion 
or for existence. That glarce will show the sea-board 
lu the possession of Russia and maritime England shut 
Into the tntetlor. and this hy the cesslni it of the In- 
terior to England, but of the coast to Russia. This 
coast, extending for three hundred miles. Russia, hav- 
ing secured, does not occupy, The names on the map 
are familiar and slgnliicant— Cross Sound, Prince of 
Wales Island. Mount Falrweatber and Admiralty Mac. 

In l!j22 a uknse was Issued from St. Petersburg, de- 
claring the North Pacltlc a close sea, ami forbid. ling any 
vessel to approach within one hundred miles of the 
roust. The ground taken was Russia's possession of the 
coasts on the American side ilown to .11° north latitude, 
and on the Asiatic to 40°. This demand created in the 
United States alarm and Indignation. The Government 
would have given way. but the people would not, and 
the project was set aside hy the traders lo that coast 
puttlm: guns on board their vessels. 

On the l7thof April, 1834a treaty was concluded be- 
tween Russia and the United Slates. 

Art. I. declared the I'acllle ( leean open. 

Art. 11, forbade either party to resort to any estab- 
lishment of, the other, without the permission of the 
Governor or Commander. 

Art III. Forbade 'lie Americana to make, settlements 
north, or the Russians, south of St" to'. 

tin the Mtn Of February, I. Si'., a similar Treaty was 
made between Russia and Ureal lliltuin:— 

Articles I and II were the same as In the American 
Treaty, 

Art III. The line of demarcation between the posses. 
■Ions of the high contracting parties, upon the coast of 
the continent, and the Islands of America to the north- 
west, shall be drawn in the manner following: 

Com in ell'.- lug from the souther most point of the Island 
railed Prince of Wales Island, which point lies III the 
parallel of 5»° 40 north latitude, and between 131° anil 

1330 west longitude (meridian of Greenwich.) the Bald 
line shall ascend to the north, along the channel ■■ailed 
Portland Channel, as far in the' point of the continent 
where It strikes 5tP mirth latitude; from the last men- 
tioned point, the Hue of demarcation shall follow the 
summit of the mountains situated parallel to the coast, 
as far as the point of Intersection ol 111" west longitude 
(oflbe same meridian;) and. dually, Iroin thosaid point 
of Intersection, the said meridian line u Hi", in Its pro- 
I litigation as far as the Fnir.cn Ocean, shall form the limit 
lietweeil the llusslan and llritlsh possessions on the con- 
tinent of America to the northwest. 

"Art IX. With reference to the line of demarcation 
laid down In the preceding article. It Is il.iderstoo.l- 

-Isl. That 111" Island called Prince of Wales Island 
shall belong wholly to Russia. 

"2d. That wherever the summit of the mountains 
which extend lu a direction parallel to the roust, from 
.MP north latitude, to the point or Inter section of I 11° 
west longitude, shall prove pi he at the distance of more 
than ten marine leagues from the ocean, the llmll he. 
tween the llritlsh possessions and I be line of coast which 
Is to belong to Russia, as above mentioned, shall be 
funned hv a line parallel lo the windings ot the coast, 
and which sliull umr r.r'"-'l the distance often murine 
leagues therefrom." 

Art V, prohibits cither party from making settlements 
within the hoiin. I111I. -sol the oilier. 

This trualy was negotiated hv Sir .str.-itfi.rd Canning, 
n iw Lord Sirulf.-rd do Kod. llllo. lie was llrst sent lo 
thu United States In IHSl.iind wis appoint oil plenlpo- 

teni'ary In Condon lu November, for negotiating 



with tli ' United States concerning all the questions In 
dispute bet,, een the.two count rles. Including t hat oflbe 
North West lloundurv. That treaty, however, was not 
ratllie.l. lu April. IS-'I. the American treaty with Rus- 
sia was signed, and In November of the same year he 
was sent to St. Petersburg, w lieu lie signed the treaty 
above .(iiuied from, on the ustli of February, 

Thus. Russia bad demanded to rinse a sea whose 

coast was not hers, and obtal 1 the cast as the price 

of the surrender or the claim assumed to accrue from 
lis possession. She was equally powerless lo obtain 
cither demand hv anus. Hv Oils encroachment, how- 
ever, she gal 1 much more than a position on the 

coast of America. The possession of New Archangel, 
In Siberia. Is one of great Importance when taken In re- 
lation with her acquisition of the Amoor and her en- 
croachments In the northernmost of the Islands of 
.lai.au, but a more Immediate gain was the quarrel 
between England and ihe United States consequent ou 
the treaties with these powers. 

Russia had positively recognized England's: claim to 
the territory south ol 61° 40', hut sh,- had constructively 
recognized that territory as belonging lo the United 
Stoles. Such a suggestion was quite BUfllclent to give 
to their lust of territory a deilnlte aim, and when the 
trealv was on foot for the settlement of the boundary 
between the Pacltlc territories of Ureal llrltnln and the 
United States, the cry or the latter was not for treaty 
rights, or even for maratlinc or territorial a.lvantag

Had the American claim been carried out. England 
ould llave possessed hut one opening lo the I'acllle, 
unelv. Simpson's river. A Russian fort would have 
larded the entrance on the north, whilst an Atncrkan 
one threatened it on the south. 

'I'll, strip of coast In the possession of Russia Is, how- 
ever for the most part actually In lirltlsh occupation. 
The whole of the llritlsh territory In that quarter, up to 
the time of the est aldlslimeli . of llritlsh Coin ml. la, was 
under tlie management of the Hudson's Hay Company, 
and In ls.T.1 tbev took u lease from the Russian Fur 
Coinpunv of the Russian cast as high up as Cross 
Sound.
